N our last article we dealt with 
Matt. 24:1-6 and 1 Thess. 5:1-2, 
“But of the times and the seasons, 
brethren, ye have no need that I 
write unto you.

ligious faith is everywhere, even in 
our fair land. Darkness looms every- 
where except for the saint, “for we 
are not in darkness that that day 
should overtake us as a thief.” So 
here are CURRENT EVENTS IN THE 
LIGHT OF PROPHECY. Paul the 
apostle sums the matter up in these 
statements: “The world will Say, 
Peace and safety” but “SUDDEN de- 
struction will come.” But you saints 
“are not in darkness for you see these 
things come to pass, and therefore it 
is not necessary that I write unto you, 
for you know perfectly that the day 
of the Lord so cometh as a thief in 
the night.” Thus present-world con- 
ditions bring us to the times and 
seasons when we shall soon hear the 
sounding of the trumpet. Praise the 
Lord. Paul’s writing is in direct line 
with St. Matthew 24:7, “For nation 
shall rise against nation, and king- 
dom against kingdom.” Surely it 
would be a desperate case that would 
try to deny this prophetic fulfillment. 
“There shall be famines,” more 
than one, and there have been many. 
China has had one famine after an- 
other, and then there was the world 
famine (depression) when thousands 
were in the soup lines and on relief. 
Jobs could not be bought. People in 
America starved to death. The drouth 
in the western half of North America 
caused the destruction of crops, thou- 
sands of acres and millions of bush- 
els, hundreds and hundreds of cat- 
tle, sheep, horses and hogs. In the 
spring the grass in Mobridge, South 
Dakota, never turned green. Literally 
thousands of people moved from these 
famine-stricken places to other parts. 
People lost their homes and their for- 
tunes. Famine stalked through the 
land. This is a sign of His coming. 


“Pestilences”—Yes, there were and 
are plenty. The black widow spider, 
the army worm, the grasshopper and 
the influenza, all took a toll in prop- 
ertg and human lives up in the mil- 


- lions. All this took place in our very 


day. 

“Earthquakes” — Science tells us 
that never in the history of the world 
have there been more earthquakes 
than in the last twenty years. I vis- 
ited Helena, Montana, and the city of 
Butte, Montana, when earthquakes 
and tremors had shaken down homes, 
depots, schoolhouses and churches. 
Tremors have been felt in Detroit, 


New York, in the sea and foreign 
lands. All these point to the soon 
coming of the Lord Jesus. 

Verse 9, “Then shall they deliver 
you up to be afflicted, and shall kill 
you: and ye shall be hated of all na- 
tions for my name’s sake.” Even if 
this should be tribulation scripture, is 
it not a fact that it has been and is 
being fulfilled? Records show that all 
the apostles were martyred with the 
exception of one, perhaps two. The 
saints during the Dark Ages were 
slaughtered in Rome and over the 
world by the tens of thousands, and 
in this age there have been hundreds 
exiled to the cold frozen regions of 
Siberia because of their faith in God. 
In Europe today hundreds are suffer- 
ing death for their faith in God. So I 
am persuaded that as Jesus said death 
and affliction would come, just so has 
it come. 

Verse 10, “Then shall many be of- 
fended, and shall betray one another, 
and shall hate one another.” This 
needs no comment. It is only too 
clearly seen in the political, economic, 
social, and religious world. IT’S 
EVERYWHERE’ PRESENT! 

Verse 11, “And many false prophets 
shall rise, and shall deceive many.” 
Are they here? What about religious 
science that denies the blood of Jesus? 
It has multiplied thousands of fol- 
lowers. What about the church two 
hundred thousand strong that denies 
the immortality of the soul, teaching 
soul-sleeping, that Sunday is the 
mark of the beast and that the Pope 
is the antichrist? or the church that 
teaches the religion that materializes 
the spirits of departed dead, so they 
claim? the religion that teaches hell 
is a beautiful place and to be desired? 
the religion whose ministry places 
themselves in the place of Christ to 
forgive sins? etc. Then there are the 
hundreds of other religions, sects and 
cults which are unsound in doctrine 
and teaching. The heaven that these 
tell about will never be realized as 
none can be saved but through the 
blood of the Lamb of God. 


Verse 12, “And because iniquity 
shall abound, the love of many shall 
wax cold.” This needs no explana- 
tion. Just note the expansion of 
church membership in the ranks of 
holiness in the last four or five. years. 
Note the conformity to the world of 
the once Spirit-filled saints, their 
dress, conversation and zeal for God, 
the greed for money, the political as- 
pirations of men who are not willing 
to follow divine leadership, by using 
unscrupulous methods in order to 
reach positions, regardless of the cost 
to others, in politics and religion.

Army Takes Chaplains From 
Ranks 


WASHINGTON—RNS reports that 
officers and enlisted men of the 
United States Army who, at the time 
of their entry into the Army, were 
ordained ministers serving congrega- 
tions, and are otherwise qualified, 
may apply for appointment to the 
Chaplains Corps, the War Depart- 
ment has announced. 

To date, some twenty applicants 
have been appointed to vacancies in 
the Chaplains Corps. 

The new procedure is in line with 
the Army’s policy of filling its officer 
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requirements from its own ranks 
whenever possible, even in highly spe- 
cialized fields.

Protest German-Forced Marriage 


German Catholic bishops have 
spoken “loudly and emphatically 
against introduction of force” to 
bring about marriage and immorali- 
ty, especially among young women, 
to build the German race by increased 
birth rate, according to Catholic In- 
ternational Press. Deploring a grow- 
ing tide of free love, adultery, divorce, 
“forced marriage” and the Nazi doc- 
trine that virginity is “treason to the 
race,” the bishops declared that 
neither free love nor forced marriages 
could foster the “true eugenics of the 
nation.” Strongly refuted also was the 
slogan that “all motherhood is holy,” 
the letter said that “illegitimate 
motherhood cannot be placed on the 
same level with legitimate mother- 
hood.”

Reds Find Grave of 20,000 Jews 

LONDON, (JTA)—A common grave 
containing the bodies of an estimated 
20,000 Jews massacred by Nazis was 
discovered by Red Army units which 
reoccupied the Caucasian town of 
Pyatigorsk, it was reported here. 

The grave was said to be near a 
monument to the Russian “poet of the 
Caucasus,” Mikhail Lermontov, author 
of a famous poem commemorating 
the Russian defeat of Napoleon and 
of another condemning Jewish perse- 
cution in Spain during the Inquisi- 
tion —Calif. Jewish Voice.

Crime Increase * 


Director J. Edgar Hoover, of the 
Bureau of Investigation, stated March 
20 that there were three major crimes 
committed each minute during the 
year 1942, aggregating a total of 1,- 


’ 436,748 crimes. A comparison for the 


year 1942 as against the three prev- 
ious years, crimes against the person 
such as murder and assault, increased 
7.2 per cent. Crime against property 
during the same period declined 5.8 


per cent. Rape led all other increases 
of crime with an increase of 11.2 per 
cent, while burglaries decreased the 
most—13.2 per cent. Last year the 
number of women arrested was 21.7 
per cent greater than in 1941, Mr. 
Hoover reported. During the same 
period the number of males arrested 
decreased 10 per cent. During the 
year 1942 the number of minor girls 
charged with prostitution increased 
64.8 per cent.

Christ or Caesar 


Dr. Paul T. Fuhrman, writing in 
the Southern Presbyterian on the 
subject of “In God-Centered Re- 
ligion,” has offered the following 
timely criticism: 


“It is interesting to hear American 
liberal ‘Protestants’ now thundering 
against Nazism which is simply the 
inevitable logical product of modern 
German humanistic ‘religion.’ Ger- 
man theological liberalism itself pre- 
pared the ground for, and laid the 
surest foundations of Nazidom; and 
this was done in a twofold way: on 
the one hand, Jesus Christ was 
emptied of all transcendental and di- 
vine content; on the other hand, 
‘man’ was placed at the center of ‘re- 
ligion.’ Twenty years ago that ‘man’ 
was generic; today a concrete man 
has filled the place of that once in- 
definite ‘man,’ and taken the place 
once held by a divine Christ. Men 
need something higher to worship, 
obey and follow; hence with no di- 
vine Christ offered them, great mul- 
titudes have turned to adore, obey and 
follow men bold enough to offer them- 
selves aS modern Messiahs and Cae- 
sars. These Caesars are, indeed, not 
American ‘presidents’ nor English 
‘premiers,’ but Messiahs, agents of 
certain gods: in Italy, of the goddess 
Rome; in Germany, of the state which 
is conceived there as the organ of the 
Spirit, as the incarnation of God on 
earth. We Americans should not de- 
ceive ourselves: Nazism, Fascism, is 
a religion; and much of its success 
can be explained only on the ground 
that it satisfies certain fundamental 
religious needs of the people. It may 
be false but it is religion. The dif- 
ference between Nazism (or Fas- 
cism) and original Christianity con- 
Sists only in their having different 
objects of faith respectively: In Chris- 
tianity the object of faith is a divine 
Christ; in Fascism the object of faith 
is a man, a modern Caesar... Lib- 
eral preachers have no right to blame 
the German people for turning to 
human gods when liberal ‘Protestant’ 
theology itself has for a hundred 
years systematically humanized 
Christ, on the one hand, and deified 
man, on the other. If a higher Jesus, 
a divine Christ, had been preached 
and enthroned in the hearts of Ger- 
man Protestants, Nazism would have 
been a spiritual impossibility, for 
— and ‘Christ’ are incompat- 
ible.” 
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A Profitable Sunday School

HERE is room for work, room for 
advancement in every depart- 
ment and each department can be 
made profitable. Souls for our profit 
should be our goal. About thirty-eight 
per cent of earth’s inhabitants are 
under twenty-one. In our more civ- 
ilized countries only one out of three 
are found in Sunday School of some 
nature. The other two perhaps have 
never attended any. Seventy-five per 
cent attend the picture show, of 
which twenty-eight per cent are 
minors, who average fifty-two shows 
per year; eleven per cent are under 
thirteen. With action, each Sunday 
School can improve, gaining an aver- 
age enrollment to equal the church 
membership, with a boost from the 
pastor, superintendent, and each 
teacher, urging all to be sure to at- 
tend Sunday School. The increase will 
be marvelous in every line—conver- 
sions, mission interest and God’s 
work in general. 

It has been said that if ten per 
cent of our time, interest and proper 
attention were given to Sunday 
School, it would yield ninety per cent 
gain. From good authority we learn 
that about ninety per cent of the 
church members are from Sunday 
School, also ninety per cent of money 
for the mission cause is from church 
and Sunday School and of Christian 
workers trained in Sunday School. 
That a larger per cent of ministers 
and missionaries are from Sunday 
School. Will it pay? Dwight L. Moody, 
who has brought thousands to Christ, 
was himself saved through the efforts 
of his Sunday School teacher. Sister 
Wesley was the mother of nineteen 
children. It is said that every one was 
converted before reaching the age of 
eight. Such great men as Matthew 
Henry, Robert Moffatt, Richard Bax- 
ter, John Edwards, Isaac Watts, 
Charles Spurgeon, all came to Christ 
as children. Polycarp, martyred at 
ninety-five, declared he had lived 
eighty-six years for God, so was con- 
verted at an early age. 

The Sunday School duty is to 
snatch the youth as brands from the 
burning and develop Christian char- 
acter—the only thing we will be able 
to take away with us. The call of 
Jesus to Peter was, “Feed my lambs; 
lead them to the shepherd of life and 
love.” Herod’s command was, “Destroy 
them ” Pharaoh’s, “Drown them.” 

Millions are taught in Russia and 
other countries that there is no God, 
which is worse than death. Let us 
help now while we can. The tide of 
evil is sweeping them to destruction. 
In 1900 the average age of criminals 
in Sing Sing was about forty, now 
just about twenty. One hundred and 
seventeen thousand are now impris- 
oned; two hundred thousand more 
are confined in jails and reforma- 
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tories. The increase of our time and 
interest for them will pay. 
THE SUNDAY SCHOOL AS AN 
EDUCATOR 

Psa. 119:9-33 is a good text and 
reading for this topic. The young can 
cleanse his way by taking heed to the 
Word. “Teach me, O Lord, the way of 
thy statutes; and I shall keep it unto 
the end.” Job said (23:12), “I have 
esteemed the words of his mouth 
more than my necessary food.” 

Bible truth, God’s Word, gives life, 
liberty, freedom, victory, boldness, 
and confidence. The Sunday School 
educates to better things, trains the 
mind, which is so important, prepara- 
tory to a more useful life, and it is 
so good to begin this in early life. 
Timothy was taught while young. 
“Learn the truth” should be our goal 
and aim, our desire. An interest must 
be created and a love for truth estab- 
lished. This can be aided by the teach- 
er and others of the school. A child 
can be trained, taught to love or hate, 
and because of not having the proper 
religious training, many are in the 
clutches of sin today. 

Faith cometh by hearing, so we 
can bring faith to them, then hearing 
by the Word of God. How shall! they 
hear without a teacher? They won’t 
believe if they don’t hear. Every 
youngster is an innocent child and 
every child can be taught. Show me 
one that cannot be interested in the 
story of Christ. They will love the 
truth. David said, “His delight is in 
the law of the Lord; and in his law 
doth he meditate day and night.... 
and whatsoever he doeth shall pros- 
per.” Is is worth while? Oh, it is such 
a trying job, but if you will be patient 
and love your work you will be re- 
warded. Many may come in who are 
so foreign to the rules and do not 
know about Jesus until they are 
taught. They may act so different 
that you almost exhaust your every 
rule or method to find what will in- 
terest them. These many times can 
be helped by giving them nice little 
presents, picture cards, books, fruit, 
candy, Bible stories; different con- 
tests can be given, etc. While this will 
test their desire for good and truth, 
it will test your desire and love for 
the work and souls. It takes a desire 
and determination to go on and be a 
blessing to God and souls.

In 
agony of soul he placed his face in 
the open Bible and wept, his tongue 
touching the letters, and he began 
to learn to read by the touch of the 
tongue, and rejoiced. How does your

SUNDAY SCHOOL AND MISSIONS

Schools this is the best. because of 
the missionary spirit, which is life, 
and where life is there is every other 
good quality. We cannot conceive of 
this life being anything short of the 
fulness of God. He Himself is the per- 
sonality of all true virtues. These 
virtues find full expansion in Him. 
He is the author of all true, good and 
holy virtues and this will fill your life 
with good qualities. The more shown, 
the better. The qualities shown in the 
Sunday School of a mission nature 
will be spiritual evangelism, churcn 
loyalty, growth, faithfulness, organi- 
zation, efficiency, etc. The more good 
qualities, the more important, more 
loved, more desired. A spiritual in- 
terest will be manifested in all at all 
times. 

It has been said that the pathway 
of service is paved with sacrifices, 
but for a missionary it is difficulties 
of an already sacrificed life. It takes 
the same virtues to be a good Sun- 
day School teacher as it does to make 
a successful missionary to a foreign 
field. It takes effort, energy, and 
sacrifice equal to be either. So if you 
desire to be a foreign missionary, you 
can find some training stations near 
home. Your love will certainly prove 
your interest. 

You may say, “If I had some good 
material I would like Sunday School.” 
That is not the purpose. Boys and 
girls are the same everywhere. Take 
the rough and rowdy, noisy and tur- 
bulent and make good material out 
of them. It is not. you but that love 
and zeal in you, that faith and force, 
that enthusiasm, that energy, that 
arouses their interest. They know you 
have something by all this they see in 
you. 

One has said that enthusiasm is 
the world’s greatest asset in any line 
of business. This is nothing but faith 
in action for us. Faith is the basis of 
life. Patience is the condition of the 
existence of faith. Faith must be ex- 
ercised. Be ye followers of them who 
through faith—without faith the 
spirit is as dead. Hope awakens the 
ambition, then belief fires the will. A 
will burning with ambition sets 
aglow the hearts and wills of others. 
Your powers for good lie dormant un- 
til you contact others. Stone is dead 
until it comes in contact with steel, 
then fire is the result. 

Daniel Webster said, “He who 
thinks as I think and feels as I feel 
is an orator.” If you think as Christ 
thinks and feel as He felt you will 
be a good Sunday School missionary. 
Let us be as interested as the dicta- 
tors who call to arms or colors at six 
to twelve little soldiers in uniforms 
drilling for common fads, for personal 
ambition._Make the Sunday School a 
first-class fighting unit for God, re- 
cruiting office, training camp, reserve 
forces, etc., to fight sin and help win 
the world.for God. 
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“And the servant took ten 
camels of the camels of his mas- 
ter, and departed; for all the 
goods of his master were in his 
hand,” Gen. 24:10. 


ANY who come in contact with 
the apostolic gospel never ap- 
preciate the fact it is founded on 
Scripture that dates from the begin- 
ning of the human race. They are 
prone to call the movement some- 
thing new and many dismiss it from 
their minds as a cult or fad of the 
day. The Revelation of the LORD 
JESUS CHRIST is so old it is new. 

A close examination of the Scrip- 
ture will prove to anyone that such 
a message as preached in Full Gospel 
Lighthouse of the city of North Sac- 
ramento, California, received the ap- 
proval of Almighty God centuries be- 
fore the birth of the Lord Jesus, the 
Son of God. In these scriptures is a 
well-defined plan, laid down by Je- 
hovah, becoming the pattern for 
modern-day interpretation of the 
gospel of Christ. 

EXAMINATION 

Let us examine this pattern and 
may God richly bless it to your soul. 
The 24th chapter of Genesis tells us 
the story of four principal characters 
that underlie the entire gospel! Abra- 
ham, Eleazar, Isaac and Rebecca are 
the ones mentioned. Abraham, the 
father of multitudes, the leader of a 
nation, a perfect picture of God the 
father of nations and peoples, called 
to himself his chief steward, Eleazac. 
Eleazar occupied an important place 
in the household of Father Abraham. 
He was the chief executor of the 
household. Verse 10 tells us “all the 
goods of the master (Abraham) were 
in his hand.” He was in supreme com- 
mand of his master’s goods. 

And what a picture that is of the 
Holy Spirit, the chief steward of God’s 
household. The Holy Spirit is in com- 
mand of the wealth of the Father. 
In His hands lie the distribution of 
power and the gifts of the Spirit. (1 
Cor. 12:11.) All the goods of His Mas- 
ter (JEHOVAH) are in His hands. 
Blessed are those who seek the Spirit 
of God, for through Him they are led 
into God’s storehouse. 

Eleazar, the steward, is command- 
ed by Abraham to go into his own 
country and pick out a wife for his 
son, Isaac. Eleazar fears lest the 
woman should refuse to come. He is 
commanded to take the message and 
leave the rest to the woman. 

Again we see the plan of God un- 
folded. Isaac, an only begotten son of 
the Old Testament of promise, a per- 
fect type of the Lord Jesus Christ, the 
only begotten of the New—Son of 
God through a miraculous birth, as 
was Isaac. And the chief stewards’ 
mission is to find a bride for Isaac, 
and a particular bride she must be. 
So it is with the Holy Spirit. He has 
been ushered into this world to find a 
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bride for the Son, Jesus. He is finding 
a particular bride, a peculiar people, 
a chosen people, a royal priesthood, 
bought with a price, sealed with the 
Spirit. 

Our text tells us of the beginning 
of the journey. Ten camels of his 
master and ALL his goods in his 
hands. Verse 11 tells us that he made 
his camels to KNEEL DOWN WITH- 
OUT THE CITY BY A WELL OF 
WATER at the time of the EVENING 
at the time that the women go out 
to draw water. 

A SPIRITUAL PICTURE 

What a master hand painted this 
picture for us. The Spirit of God per- 
mits us to revel in the beauty of the 
masterpiece. Ten camels—no more, 
no less. When God speaks, His Words 
are final. His purpose is plain in hav- 
ing just ten camels. The baptism in 
the Holy Spirit is the “lead” camel. Al- 
ways first, always essential, always 
the leader. Then “Word of Wisdom” 
as number two. Following in close 
order comes “Word of Knowledge,” 
then “Faith” and right near is “Gifts 
of Healing” with a companion camel 
“Working of Miracles.” Mr. ‘“Proph- 
ecy” walks along majestically—glad 
of such distinguished company; then 
“Discerner of Spirits,” followed by a 
rather peculiar looking camel, some 
would call it a “stray.” It is no other 
than “Divers Kinds of Tongues” and 
of course, always by its side, “Inter- 
pretation of Tongues.” 

Just think of it! All of these won- 
drous camels “kneeling down” in a 
position to be reached by “Whosoever 
will.” Eleazer chose a well of water for 
a stopping place at the evening hour. 
(Jesus died at the hour of the eve- 
ning sacrifice.) The Spirit of God 
chooses to stop by the “wells of salva- 
tion” where men come to drink of 
salvation and they can behold the 
things of the Spirit, and the. deen 
things of God. 

JOY IN TRAGEDY 


The evening hour! A joy and a 
tragedy! It was such an hour my 
Savior died for me. It was at such an 
hour the earth was torn, the veil was 
rent in twain, and He cried, “It IS 
FINISHED.” At such an hour, when 
shadows fall, we need our Christ, and 
He comes to us. At such an hour we 
have arrived today. The world is in 
the throes of another holocaust. A 
great sound of trampling feet, rattle 
of guns, boom of cannon, roar of air- 
planes and bombs, the scream of 
shrapnel! Strikes that cause starva- 
tion! War on religion! Churches 


burned! God’s Book banned! Mission- 
aries slain! Men’s hearts failing them 
for fear! Many nations on brink of 


disaster! Empires crumbling! The 
spirit of antichrist is rising like a 
specter! 


It is the evening hour and the Holy 
Spirit stands by the wells of salvation 
calling on you to tarry and BE 
FILLED with power. Stop awhile, my 
friend, and gaze upon the scene. He is 
OUTSIDE the city, outside of sin and 
iniquity, outside of turmoil! WITH- 
OUT sin, my friend, free indeed! He 
is looking for someone! A bride for 
Isaac. Eleazer declares she must give 
him water to drink, and his camels 
also. A piercing, blasting sword thrust 
comes forth. Listen! Verse 15, chap- 
ter 24 of Genesis . ... “and it came to 
pass BEFORE HE HAD DONE SPEAK- 
ING, Rebekah came out .. .” 


ADMONITION 

Time is short. Jesus is coming soon. 
Before the Holy Spirit has done 
speaking the bride comes forth. Do 
not hesitate, do not let false pros- 
perity mislead you. The bride is near- 
ly ready. This woman in the Scrip- 
tures was “very fair to look upon” 
(verse 16) and thus it must be a pic- 
ture of the true Church. We must be 
fair to look upon. Let us take inven- 
tory of ourselves and see if we meas- 
ure up to God’s standard. Can the 
modern world look at our divisions 
and strife, our gossiping and quarrels, 
our petty differences, and say WE 
are fair to look upon? How about it, 
my friend? Take a little walk around 
yourself. 


APPRECIATION 

Rebecca went DOWN into the well, 
filled her pitcher and came back up 
(verse 16). The Bride of Christ, in 
order to fill HER appointed place, 
must first GO DOWN into the well. 
The Church must have a genuine 
born-again experience, one that is so 
real, a desire shall be born to tell the 
world about Jesus. The Son of God 
must be a reality, a vivid, dynamic, 
soul-inspiring Person, compelling, 
driving one on to higher plains of 
service. The “GO YE” of the great 
commission must hammer the Church 
on to a real Holy Ghost revival, a 
latter rain outpouring! 

Verse 16 tells us that the woman 
cried, “Drink my Lord, and SHE 
HASTED and let down her pitcher 
upon her head and gave him drink.” 
One thing stands out clearly in this 
passage. This woman saw the neces- 
sity of HASTE! The man needed 
drink. She didn’t stop to argue. There 
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wasn’t any question as to the neces- 
sary procedure. SHE KNEW what to 
do and she did it. How far short we 
come of this pattern! We in these 
modern times want an answer for 
every question, a reason for every 
move. We hesitate on the plan of at- 
tack. We are not sure whether we 
should go to right or left. But like 
the woman in this scene, we should 
advance to the place in God’s king- 
dom where we are thoroughly sure of 
His promises and commands and then 
OBEY the Word! The HOLY SPIRIT 
is here ... let us recognize HIM and 
HASTEN! 
EXTENDED BLESSINGS 


Then this strange woman in verse 
19 not only gave the man drink, but 
said, “I will draw water for thy 
camels also until they have DONE 
drinking.” What a commentary on 
Christianity of today! This woman, 
chosen of God, permitted tlhe camels 
to drink until FINISHED. What mir- 
acles... what power... what bless- 
ings . . . what untold glories would 
be ours if we could but permit the 
Spirit and the manifestation of the 
NINE GIFTS (nine camels) to have 
their way. God has a storehouse full 
of corn and wine and oil ready to 
pour on His people and into the lap 
of the church, food that will nourish 
and satisfy a hungry church and is 
ours for the asking, for the complete 
permission of the Holy Spirit to 
have His way. If you want power in 
the pulpit and the pew, let the camels 
drink! If you want to fill the empty 
seats, let the camels drink! If you 
want to shake the community, let the 
camels drink! If you want this gospel 
of His name and the latter rain to 
sweep the world, let the camels 
drink! 

And then Eleazar presented to 
Rebecca gifts from the son. Oh halle- 
julah! Gifts for the bride! Jewels to 
wear! Diamonds that reflect the 
Light of the world! Rubies that speak 
of His blood! Gold that shines like 
the Divine Logos! Gifts for YOU and 
YOU, and me! 

IS THERE ROOM? 

Then the chief steward cries, “Is 

there room for us to lodge in?” Verse 


23. The blessed paraclete cries to a 
needy church, “Is there room for us 
to lodge in?” Jesus was turned away 
from the inn, and today churches and 
assemblies are turning the HOLY 
SPIRIT and His retinue, gifts, away 
from their doors. O Church of the 
living God, open your doors. Let the 
Holy Ghost come in. Give Him a place 
in your worship. Not just a part but 
ALL! ALL NINE GIFTS IN OPER- 
ATION. Make Him a real part of your 
program. Let Him preach to your peo- 
ple. Awake, church of Christ! The 
dawning day is near .. . the CHRIST 
approaches! We need the revealer of 
Christ present in our midst! 

Then Rebecca gives the only answer 
that could be pleasing in a God-given 
plan. “We have both straw and 
provender enough and room to lodge 
in.” Verse 25. “And the man bowed 
his head and worshipped the Lord.” 
(Verse 26.) And so will the Church 
worship its Lord when room is made 
for the HOLY SPIRIT of GOD and 
ALL the GIFTS and ALL THE MAN- 
IFESTATIONS. Worship that will 
open the very holiest of holies will be 
ours when the Holy Ghost reigns 
supremely. 

The ending of God’s plan is beauti- 
ful, the consummation, the journey 
on to meet the King, salvation at 
the WELL, the BAPTISM in the HOLY 
SPIRIT, the presentation of the 
GIFTS, the healing in the waters and 
now the approach of the MASTER! 
Rebecca (the bride) mounts and 
leaves her home, her surroundings, 
and journeys to a far country to see 
her bridegroom. 

And God’s plan declares, “And Isaac 
went out to meditate at eventide in 
the field and he lifted up his eyes, and 
SAW, and behold THE CAMELS 
WERE COMING.” Verse 63. 

And God says, “AMEN,” and the 
Bride will say, “AMEN,” when the 
next verse is finally consummated. 
“And Rebecca lifted up her eyes, and 
when she saw Isaac, she lighted off 
the camel.” May our LORD JESUS 
CHRIST, our God and Savior, see us 
soon as we look for His appearing. 
Truly He is coming soon. Are you 
ready to meet Him?

OF OUR LORD 


St. John 17:1-26

HIS prayer of our Lord’s was 

prayed during His last week on 
earth, indeed during His last day or 
two before His crucifixion. Prayer 
held an important place in Jesus’ life 
and so it should in the life of every 
believer. Many times He prayed all 
night. If it was necessary for the Son 
of God to pray all night, how much 
more necessary it is for us to pray. 
Prayer is one way by which man is 
attracted to the Savior and there- 
fore, for the sake of others, Christians 
should show their unity with God in 
likeness to Him and unity with one 
another. 

Intercessory prayer held an impor- 
tant place in Christ’s life. Christ told 
Simon that Satan had desired to sift 
him; but He said, “I have prayed for 
thee, that thy faith fail not.” Then 
on the cross He prayed, “Father, for- 
give them for they know not whai 
they do.” He was constantly in prayer 
for others. He set an example for us 
in praying for others. 


OUR LORD PRAYED FOR HIMSELF 


He prayed for His glorification by 
enduring the cross. He said in verse 1, 
“Father, the hour is come.” The cross 
did not come as a surprise to our 
Lord. No, it was before Him from 
all eternity and now He marches 
serenely toward it. He knew it was 
the Father’s will that He should die 
for lost humanity. Christ expresses 
with frankness the feeling of a pure 
conscience. In this supreme moment 
of His life He perceives no evil com- 
mitted or any good neglected. 

Christ prayed for His glorification 
by blessing humanity (verse 2). The 
penalty of death had passed on the 
whole human race by the fall of 
Adam, but Jesus gives eternal life to 
all who will accept Him. Rom. 6:23 
says, “For the wages of sin is death; 
but the gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.” Our 
access is through Jesus Christ, “hav- 
ing been made free from sin, and be- 
come servants of God, with our fruit 
unto holiness, and the end everlasting 
life.” Jesus says, “I am come that they 
might have life, and that they might 
have it more abundantly.” Yes, we 
have abundant life through Christ. 

Christ prayed for His glorification 
by perfect obedience (verses 3-5). Yes, 
He came here to do the Father’s will. 
His duty in everyday life was fully 
completed. There was neither stain 
nor omission in His human life. Jesus 
says, “I have finished the work which 
thou gavest me to do.” In a short 
while we again hear these words on 
the cross, “It is finished.” Oh, the 
blessed words of our Savior as He 
finished His Father’s work in full 
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obedience! 
OUR LORD PRAYED FOR HIS 
DISCIPLES 

He describes their relation to the 
Father and the Son (verses 6-8). 
“Thine they were, and thou gavest 
them me; and they have kept thy 
word.” Now, Father, “they have known 
that all things whatsoever thou hast 
given me are of thee. For I have given 
them the words which thou gavest 
me; ...and they have known surely 
that I came out from thee, and they 
have believed that thou didst send 
me.” People today must believe in the 
Father and the Son. 

He prayed for their unity (verse 
11). “And now I am no more in the 
world, but these are in the world, and 
I come to thee. Holy Father, keep 
through thine own name those whom 
thou hast given me, that they may 
be one, as we are.” Christian friends, 
we are in the world today, but not 
of the world. We are kept from the 
world. There is keeping power in the 
blood of Jesus. 

Jesus knew the disciples would need 
comfort after He was gone. He prayed 
for their preservation from the evil 
one (verses 11-16). There is much evil 
on every side. Christ was not of the 
world so every one who is born of 
God is not of this world. We are pil- 
grims and strangers here, seeking 4 
better country, just waiting our call 
to come up higher. 

Christ prayed for their sanctifica- 
tion and separation unto service 
(verses 17-19). They were to be set 
apart for the work of Jesus. “Sanctify 
them through thy truth; thy word is 
truth.” Just like the Father sent the 
Son into the world to do His work, 
the Son has sent the disciples into 
the world for a work. There are many 
ways today in which we can carry on 
the work of our Lord, just like these 
disciples did. One of the greatest ways 
of working for Jesus is living a holy, 
consecrated life in submission to His 
will. We can witness for Him, lifting 
Him up to this lost and dying world. 

CHRIST PRAYED FOR THE 
FUTURE CHURCH 

“Neither pray I for these alone, but 
for them also which shall believe on 
me through their word,” verse 20. He 
prayed for the unity of the Church, 
“That they all may be one,” verse 21. 
All causes for separation are removed 
in Christ. We remember in Mark 2:3 
where the four men came to Jesus 
bringing one sick of the palsy. By 
uniting their efforts the sick man 
was brought to Jesus and received 
healing. We also read in Matt. 18:19, 
“If two of you shall agree on earth 
as touching any thing they shall ask, 


it shall be done for them.” So we see 
the need for unity today. 

Christ prayed for the Church’s 
power and testimony before the 
world (verse 23). “I in them, and 
thou in me, that they may be made 
perfect in one; and that the world 
may know that thou hast sent me, 
and hast loved them, as thou hast 
loved me.” He prayed that the whole 
church might be gathered ultimately 
with Him in glory (verse 25). The 
world had not known the Father, but 
Christ had known Him and the dis- 
ciples had known that the Father had 
sent the Son. Jesus had declared the 
Father’s name to the disciples that 
the love of God could be in them. 

What a great strength and inspira- 
tion we get today from our Lord’s 
high priestly prayer. Jesus Christ is 
our High Priest today. Although He 
was crucified He arose triumphantly 
and today sits at the right hand of 
the Father interceding for the saints. 
Let us ever keep this in mind, and in 
these evil days when we are being 
tempted so severely, let us carry 
our burdens to the Great Interceder.

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am home again.” And so a happy re- 
union was enjoyed. 

Now when we all get to heaven and 
shall see Him face to face, then shall 
we be satisfied, when we awake in 
His likeness. I have gone through 
great tribulations and many sore con- 
flicts on every hand, but grace will 
support the spirit and make us able 
to stand the storms of life and make 
Jordan so easy to cross, if we have 
walked the path of righteousness 
where there is just room for two, just 
Jesus and you. Inasmuch as He spoke 
peace to the storm and the waters, 
He can speak peace to the troubled 
soul. So I am asking you to pray for 
my afflicted boy who has been af- 
flicted for two years. I am a widow and 
need him so much as he is all I have. 
He gives me so much trouble with his 
temper. He can’t talk. He is also 
feebleminded, but if God will only give 
him knowledge to control his temper 
I will be satisfied. I have dedicated 
one room of my home to God’s serv- 
ices. We are going to pray with you 
for my boy’s healing.
